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Season of Sparkle Returns to Downtown With DSA Holiday Celebrations 

Tree-lighting, DSA Holiday Carousel, craft market and more to light up heart of 

downtown 

SEATTLE (Nov.21, 2019) The Downtown Seattle Association’s holiday celebrations 
return to Westlake Park on Friday, Nov. 29 and will last through year’s end. Festivities 
on Friday are expected to draw more than 10,000 people to the heart of the city. 

We’ll ring in the season the day after Thanksgiving, on Pine Street between 4*^*^ and 5^^ 
avenues with the Holiday Tree-lighting in Westlake Park. DSA’s iconic attraction - the 
Holiday Carousel - will return to Westlake Park for its 33rd year. A light show set to 
music, the Macy’s star, a festive “snow shower” and a fireworks display will dazzle 
just after dusk, wind permitting. 

“We’re honored to play a part in this incredible downtown tradition,” said DSA 
President and CEO Jon Scholes. “It’s a special day, whether you’re celebrating in the 
heart of the city for the first time, or your family is back for its 30th year.” 

Presented by Alaska Airlines, this year’s Holiday Tree-lighting will feature WARM 
106.9’s Shellie Hart and KIR07 meteorologist Nick Allard. The festivities will air live 
on KIR07 during the station’s 5 p.m. newscast. 






Averaging more than 30,000 riders per year, the DSA Holiday Carousel features 18 
colorful horses, a double chariot and hundreds of twinkling energy-efficient LED 
lights. Suggested donation to ride the carousel is $4.
